On July 14, 2006, Qwest Corporation (“Qwest”) filed a Motion for Protective

Order and Motion for Expedited Ruling (hereinafter together referred to as the “Motion”)

requesting a protective order prohibiting Union Telephone Company (“Union”) from taking the

deposition of Qwest in accordance with Union’s Notice of Deposition Duces Tecum (“Notice”). 

In the alternative, Qwest seeks a protective order limiting the scope of said deposition and

providing said deposition will take place at some place and time other than that listed in the

Notice.  Qwest’s Motion for Expedited Ruling is based on the fact that the date set for the

challenged deposition is July 18, 2006.

On July 14, 2006, the Administrative Law Judge notified parties by email that

they had until 12:00 p.m., July 17, 2006, to reply to Qwest’s Motion, after which time the

Administrative Law Judge would render a decision.

On July 17, 2006, Union filed its Response of Union Telephone Company to

Motion for Protective Order stating Union and Qwest have agreed to cancel the subject

deposition and to proceed informally, revisiting the necessity of a deposition only if Union’s

discovery requests are not satisfactorily resolved.
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Therefore, having considered these matters and for good cause appearing, the

Administrative Law Judge issues this ORDER denying without prejudice the Motion for

Protective Order and Motion for Expedited Ruling.
